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"The  first  FLAGLER  in  America  was  ZACHARIAS  FLEGELAR(of  Vlegelar)  -  old  reoords 
have  both  spellings.  He  was  born  either  in  Holland  or  the  Pelatinate,  in  1675*  He  went 
to  (?)  (or  was  already  born  there?)  the  Pelatinate  in  Germany  from  which  he  emigrated 
to  England  in  1709  with  his  wife,  one  son  age  8  years,  one  son  age  4  years  snd  one  dau¬ 
ghter  age  1  year.  He  is  described  as  $6  years  of  age,  a  carpenter,  end  a  member  of  the 
Lutheran  Church. 

He  emigrated  to  Amerioe  with  the  Palatines  in  1710.  His  wife's  neme  is  not 
given.  She  died  envoyage  (probably),  as  did  the  two  younger  children,  whose  names  are 
not  given. 

His  oldest  child,  a  son,  was  PHILIP  SOLOMON  FLAGLER,  born  1701,  died  \~j66y  who 
married  Anna  Marget  Wineger,  and  they  had  a  large  family  and  ling  line  of  descendants. 

He  settled  at  Beekman,  Dutchess  County  New  York,  end  began  paying  taxes  in  1726. 

ZACHARIAS  FLAGLER  married  second  wife,  Anna  Gertraude  Huns  in  1710.  She  lived 
only  a  few  months  and  then  he  married,  Jrd  wife  on(  March  10,  1711")  Anna  Elizabeth  Hoofd 

at  West  Camp,  Ulster  County,  New  York . Zacharies  Flegler  first  paid  taxes  in 

Charlott  Precinct,  "Meddle  Ward",  Dutchess  County,  New  York  in  1717  to  1720,  at  which 
time  he  died.  His  wife,  Anna  Elizabeth,  died  in  1728.  ? 

SIMON  FLAGLER,  (son  of  Zacharies  Flegler  and  Anna  ^e^-r-auda  il^s)  b.  in  1714, 
married  Jennet je  Viele  end  was  a  freeholder  prior  to  1740,  in  which  year  his  oldest  son, 
Zacheriah,  was  baptised,  August  25>  1740,  at  Rhinebeck  Flats  (Dutchess  County,  N.  Y.). 

His  farm  was  the  first  one  north  of  the  Fair  Grounds  at  Washington  Hollow,  (town  of 
Pleasant  Valley,  N.Y.)  (In  1915»  when  this  material  was  being  compiled, there  was  one  house

between  it  end  the  Fair  Grounds.)  This  house  wes  still  in  existence  in  1915*  the  south 
end  being  the  oldest  pert,  end  built  with  the  inevitable  Dutch-cell ar-kitchen.  After 
the  death  of  SIPON  in  1775*  his  son,  Zacharieh,  bought  e  ferm  in  1776  from  Aeuries  Ven 

Kleeck  in  the  town  of  Freedom  (Dutchess  county,  N.Y. ).  Zecherias  died  ebout  1779  and  the 

farm  then  held  by  his  widow,  descended  to  his  son,  PAUL,  and  to  Paul's  daughter,  JANE, 
who  never  married,  end  from  her  was  bought  by  Paul's  grandson,  PHILIP  DORLAND  FLAGLER, 
who  was  son  of  ISAAC  PALEN  FLAGLER  and  Rebecce  Dorland. 

After  50  years  on  this  farm,  PHILIP  sold  it  to  his  son,  JOSEPH,  who  died  in 
1910*  and  it  is  still  owned  by  his  estate  in  1915*  So  it  will  be  seen  that  this  ferm 
has  not  been  out  of  the  Flagler  name  since  Zechariah  bought  it  in  1776.  "

ZACHARIAS  FLAGLER  was  the  first  ancestor  of  whom  we  have  any  authentic  record.  He  was 

born  in  Holland  or  the  Paletinete  in  1675*  If  in  Holland,  he  emigrated 

to  the  Pelatinete,  for  in  1709  he  is  listed  in  England  (St.  Catherine's) 

emong  Germans  from  the  Palatinate,  as  follows:  "Zecherre  Flegeler, 
age  56*  wife,  2  sons  end  1  deughter;  carpenter;  members  of  Lutheran 
Church."  I  saw  one  account  which  stated "1  son  age  8,  1  son  age  4  and 
1  daughter  age  1*. 

This  family  came  to  America  with  the  peletinetes,  leaving  Englend  in  January,  1710,  end 
arriving  in  New  York  in  June,  where  history  seys  they  were  detained  on  eccount  of  an 
epidemic  illness,  till  October  4,  1710,  when  they  were  taken  up  the  Hudson  River  to 
West  Camp  at  the  northern  extremity  of  what  is  now  Ulster  County,  New  York. 

No  mention  is  made  after  his  arrival  of  his  wife  end  two  younger  children,  and  it  is 
thought  that  they  died  enroute,  as  did  many  emigrants  during  those  dey6  of  sailing  vessels 
and  long  voyages.  Think  of  this  one  which  lasted  from  January  until  June.'  The  condition  of 
the  drinking  water  alone  was  enough  to  breed  pestilence.' 

.  Zacherias  Flegeler  is  listed  as  a  cerpenter.  I  understand  thet  in  those  days 

every  Dutchmen  wes  required  to  learn  some  trede.  Therefore  "Zecarre"  is  listed  as  "car¬ 
penter",  which  must  heve  been  a  useful  trede,  as  the  Palatines  at  West  Cemp  had  to  build 
the  rude  log  houses  which  were  to  house  them  thet  first  awful  winter. 

They  seem  to  heve  been  people  of  some  education  and  were  determined  thet  their  child¬ 
ren  should  not  go  unschooled.  )'r.  Brink,  in  his"History  of  old  Seugerties"  states: 

"in  thet  first  winter  they  built  a  schoolhouse  of  sewed  boerds.  They  could  live  in  log 
end  slab  huts  themselves,  but  their  offspring  must  heve  a  schoolhouse  of  well  built 
lumber.  This  building  wes  also  U6ed  as  a  meetinghouse  for  religious  worship...." 

The  Paletines  went  to  We6t  Cemp,  Ulster  County,  New  York  under  contract  with  the 
English  Government  to  secure  from  the  * ine  forests,  nevel  supplies  (tar,  pitch  end 
turpentine).  There  wes  much  dissatisfaction  emong  the  Palatines  because  of  the  failure 
of  the  government  to  fulfill  their  pert  of  the  contract;  thereby  causing  many  hardships 
8nd  much  suffering  among  them. 

In  1712,  the  enterprise  proving  e  failure,  the  Palatines  were  allowed  to  shift  for 
themselves  end  many  sought  farms  end  occupations  in  Ulster  County,  New  York,  while 
others  crossed  the  river  and  settled  in  Rhinebeck  end  Cheroltte  Precincts,  which  is  now 
Dutchess  County,  New  York.  At  just  what  time  Zacharies  Flegeler  ceme  to  live  in  Dut¬ 
chess  county  is  not  definitely  known.  His  son,  SIKON,  wes  baptised  at  West  Camp,  on 
February  16,  1714 .

The  name  "Flagler*  is  probably  derived  from  the  German  word,  pf legen,  which 
means  *to  nourish"  or  "to  nurse".  Thus,  by  grammatical  veriation,  the  form  pf legeler 
means  "one  who  nourishes,  a  husbandmen  or  farmer". 

The  irmigrent  ZACrLARIAH-1.  FLAGLER,  was  emong  the  "Germans  who  came  to  England 
from  the  Palatinate*  and  landed  at  St.  Catherine's,  Englend  on  6  May  1709*

As  this  is  the  earliest  tax  list  available,  he  may  have  purchased  or  rented  lend  prior 
to  this  date.  The  Palatines  were  supposedly  destitute  at  the  time  of  their  arrival  in 
1710.  This  rental  or  ownership  of  lend  indicetes  either  that  he  possessed  money,  or 
more  likely,  thet,  being  very  embitious,  he  accumulated  property  reedily. 

His  property  was  located  north  of  Green  Haven,  Dutchess  county,  N.Y.,  according  to 
"Old  Gravestones  of  IXitchess  County"  by  J.W.Poucher;  pege  6. 

His  neme  appeers  again  in  the  12  Feb.  1718/19  list  (Tax  List  of  Dutchess  Co. ;Vol  I;p.ll) 

On  2J  March  1719/20  the  entry  reeds:-  "De  Wedne  Van  (the  widow  of)  Zecharias  Flegeler."

In  "Colonial  Families  of  America";  Vol.  J;  pege  1JJ;  Lawrence  claims  thet  Zacharias  Flegler 
was  born  in  Holland,  leter  moving  to  the  upper  Palatinate  end  settling  at  Wertheim;  but  the 
previously  quoted  records  indicete  thet  he  was  born  about  I67J,  probably  near  Wertheim  in 
Franconia,  Germany.

of  Zacharies  Flegelar  end  his  Jrd,  wife,  Anne  Elisabeth  Hoofd. 

He  was  married  about  1759  to  Jennet je  Viele,  daughter  of  Peter  Viele  end 
Anne  Fyndertse  Van  der  Bogartl  SdmonT  end  Jennet  je  '  s  eldest  child, 
"Zacheriah  Jr. *  was  baptised  at  Rhinebeck  Flatts,  August  25,  1740,  in 
which  year  Simon 1  s  name  appears  on  a  list  of  255  names  of  Freeholders  in  Dutchess  County, 

New  York . In  1744  Siiron  Vlegelsr  end  his  brother,  Zacharies  Vlegeler,  appear  as 

members  of  the  First  Dutch  Church  of  Poughkeepsie,  New  York,  when  they  sign  a  cell  to 
Holland  for  a  minister,  and  Simon  contributed  8  S.  toward  the  traveling  expenses  of  seme* 
On  April  5*  1760,  Simon  Flegelaer,  2nd.  Lt.  in  the  King's  Filitie,  took  oath  thet  he 
was  a  Protestant  and  opposed  to  Romanism  (en  oath  required  of  His  Fejestiee  officers  by 
George  III  of  Engleng).  See  Dutchess  County  History  by  Smith,  on  pages  64  end  65. 

In  1746,  near  Fiikinstown  (now  Washington  Hollow,  Dutchess  County,  New  York)  in 
Charlotte  Precinct,  was  organized  a  Presbyterian  Church  end  a  Feeting  House  built  some 
time  later.  In  1765,  "y®  19th  of  September,"  five  trustees  were  chosen  among  whom  was 
Simon  Flagler.  "Ye  5°th  of  August,  1769*  it  was  agreed  to  hold  en  auction  sale  of  pews 
in  the  "Pittsbury  Presbyterian  Church".  In  December  of  that  year  the  sale  took  place. 

Pen  #  1  wee  reserved  for  the  Pastor.  Pen  #  2  was  sold  to  Simon  Flegelaer  for  5  pounds 
10  shillings  (the  highest  price  paid  for  a  pen).  See  Dut.  County  History  by  Smith. 

In  1775,  November  29th,  Simon  Flegelaer  of  Charlotte  Precinct  made  his  will.  In  it 
he  mentions  his  wife,  Hester  (a  second  wife  end  probably  the  Esther  Lott  who  married 
Simon  Flagler  September  10,  1764,  end  not  the  mother  of  any  of  his  children.),  end 
sons,  Zecharieh,  Peter,  Simon  and  John;  end  daughters  Johanna,  wife  of  Henry  VanVoorhis, 
Elizabeth,  wife  of  Jacob  Lester,  Sarah.  Jane  end  Haleneh  (Helena).  See  Fernow's  Collection 
of  Wills.

Zecharieh  Flegelar  "Jr. "  lived  on  the  farm  north  of  the  Feir  Grounds  et  Washington 
Hollow  (where  we  suppose  his  father,  Simon,  also  lived).  The  farmhouse  is  still  standing 
in  1916.  The  north  end  is  the  original  house,  the  south  end  having  been  built  at  a  later 
date,  but  no  part  of  it  is  new,  it  ell  looks  old.  Across  the  north  end  is  en  enormous 
fireplace  of  ancient  pattern  with  brick  oven  end  all.  The  south  end  is  built  on  e  bank 
with  the  inevitable  Dutch-cel ler-kitchen.  I  heve  often  remarked  that  a  Dutchmen  never 
built  his  house  on  e  level  plot  of  ground  if  there  was  e  benk  or  hill  into  which  he  could 
build  it  so  they  could  have  a  ■cellar-kitchen".  We  know  that  Zacherieh  Flegelar  "Jr." 
lived  on  this  farm  prior  to  1776,  because  his  grand-daughter,  JANE  FLAGLOR,  used  to, 
when  driving  with  her  grand-nephew  (who  is  my  husband,  Iseec  Pelen  Flegler)  point  out  the 
place  and  sey  "my  grandfather  Fleglor  used  to  live  there  before  he  bought  the  farm  near 
Freedom  plains". (Located  5  miles  from  village  of  Freedom  Plains,  in  the  Overlook  settlement 
In  1776  Zachariah  Flagler  "Jr."  on  Parch  29th  took  a  deed  to  a  farm  in  the  Town  of 

Freedom  from  Aauries  Van  Kleeck,  end  his  wife  Jannetje,  of  Rombout  Precinct . 

,  The  deed  was  given  Parch  29,  1776  to  Zachariah  Flegler  Jr.  of  Charlotte  Precinct.  The 
price  peid  was  525  pounds  for  200  acres  of  lend,  being  about  §2650.00.  Here  he  lived  till 
he  died  about  1779  or  1780.  Here  his  children  were  raised,  and  his  grandchildren  unto 
the  sixth  generation . *

PAUL  FLAGLER  (Zacharieh-J; Simon-2; Zech^rieh-l) ,  son  of  the  Zecharieh  who  wes  called 

"Zacheriah  Jr.  ",  of  Washington  Hollow  and  "Overlook-  in  the  town  of  Freedom, 
Dutchess  County,  New  York,  wes  born  on  the  farm  north  of  the  Feir  Grounds 
in  Washington  Hollow,  Dutchess  County,  New  York  on  Jen.  ^0,  1769(®£.  perhaps 
on  Feb.  17th?),  and  iroved  with  his  family  to  the  ferir  neer  Freedom  Pleins 
in  the  settlement  known  as  "Overlook"  (six  miles  south  of  Pleasant  Valley,  end  three  miles 
from  the  tillage  of  Freedom  Flains,  Dutchess  County,  New  York,  in  1776,  when  he  was  e  child 
seven  years  old.  He  lived  here  all  of  his  life,  end  died  here  in  August  I65I* 

There  is  a  county  record  that  states  Parch  15,  1825,  6  quit-claim  deed  was  made 
to  Paul  Fleglor  by  his  brother,  John  Zechariah  and  Ann  his  wife;  and  his  sister,  Sereh 
(Flaglor)  Pelen  end  Peter  E.  Felen,  her  husband,  of  this,  their  father'6  farm,  and  here 
Peul  Fleglor  and  his  wife  Catherine  Falen  lived  their  long  end  useful  lifes,  and  here 
they  raised  a  family  of  eight  children  which  blessed  the  world  with  eight  men  and  women 
who  were  smart,  thrifty  end  industrious,  end  who  were  of  high  honor  and  unswerving  integrit 

Paul  Flaglor  was  for  many  years  a  member  of  the  Presbyterien  Church  at  Pleasant 
Valley  into  which  the  Pittsbury  Church  of  Washington  Hollow  was  merged.  He  sang  in  the 
choir  end  took  en  active  part  in  church  work.  His  marriage  is  on  record  there  es:- 
FAULUS  FLAGLOR  and  Catherine  Pelen,  February  25,  1797,  fee  $5»00* 

Peul  Flaglor's  grandson,  Philip  Dorland  Flagler,  tells  the  following  regarding 
his  grandfather,  Peuls- 

V'y  grandfather,  PAUL  FLAGLOR,  wes  a  child  about  six  years  old  when  the  Revo¬ 
lutionary  Wer  began,  and  he  used  to  tel l^me  mjny  incidents  connected  with  it.  He  said  that 
during  the  early  years  of  the  War,  some  Hessiens  captured  him  end  tried  to  get  information 
from  him  regarding  the  locejfc  Patriots  (at  Washington  Hollow)  but  he  wes  so  young  he  could 
give  no  satisfaction,  end  they  finelly  released  him. 

When  he  was  yet  e  child,  his  mother,  being  a  widow  with  three  other  children, 
of  whom  he  was  the  eldest,  bound  him  out  to  a  weaver  till  he  should  be  of  age.  When  he 
was  17  years  of  ege,  he  got  possession  of  the  contract  papers  and  burned  them,  thus 
setting  himself  free.  His  mother,  in  the  meantime,  had  married  a  man  nemed  Van  de  Bogart, 
end  had  four  young  daughters.  Just  when  Van  de  Bogart  died,  we  do  not  know.  But  Paul 
returned  to  his  mother  on  the  Flaglor  farm,  where  he  lived  ever  after. 

He  maneged  the  farm  end  set  up  e  weaving  shop  where  he  wove  cloth,  both  woolen 
and  linen,  for  their  household  use.  All  their  wearing  apparel  was  made  from  these  material:, 
also  bed  linen,  blankets,  spreeds,  etc.  The  women  fashioned  their  own  clothes  end  the 
traveling  "tailoress",  Patty  Chatterton,  came  at  stated  times  end  made  clothes  of  home- 
spun  and  linsey-woolsey  for  the  men  of  the  family. 

Paul  Fleglor  made  everything  used  on  the  farm,  from  carpentry  work,  to  making 
rope  and  welding  iron  end  meking  harness. " 

Paul  Fleglor  raised  calves  and  had  his  celf-skin  tanned  at  the  tannery  of 
Ezekiel  Pelen,  who  wes  his  father-in-law,  end  lived  on  en  adjoining  farm.  It  was  a  custom 
of  the  time  for  a  traveling  cobbler  to  go  from  house  to  house  and  meke  a  supply  of  shoes 
to  last  a  year. 

He  is  said  to  have  never  retired  et  night  till  he  had  woven  his  stint  of  cloth. 

(We  do  not  know  the  measure  of  the  stint.) . 

He  had  four  half-sisters  to  whom  he  gave  e  dower  when  they  were  merried.  He 
cared  for  his  older  brother,  Simon,  who  was  an  invalid  ell  his  life,  and  who  lived  to  be 
over  fifty  years.  He  brought  up  and  educated  a  family  of  eight  children,  end  died  et  the 
age  of  82  yeers,  leaving  a  fortune  of  $80,000  (or  $10,000  to  each  of  his  children). 

Sometime  after  his  merriege,  he  embraced  the  faith  of  the  Society  of  Friends,  in 
which  faith  he  reared  his  family.  He  and  Catherine,  his  wife,  attended  the  Arthursburg 
Friends  Meeting,  end  both  are  intered  in  the  Burial  Ground  edjoining  the  Keeting  House. 

Catherine  Pelen,  wife  of  Paul  Fleglor,  was  the  sister  of  Peter  E.  Palen,  and  the 
daughter  of  Ezekiel  Palen  and  Phoebe  Thorn  who  lived  on  a  farm  nearly  adjoining  thst  of  the 
Flaglor s,  end  which  afterward  belonged  to  two  of  Catharine's  sons, -first  to  Isaac  Palen 
Flagler,  end  second,  to  Jonathan  P.  Flagler. 

Ezekiel  Pelen  was  the  son  of  Petrus  Peelen  and  Elizabeth  Ploeg,  end  grandson  of 
Gysbert  Peelen  and  Hillitje  Van  Vliet. (Elizabeth  Ploeg  wes  the  daughter  of  Jan  Ploeg  and 
Elizabeth  Burhans,  end  Elizabeth  Burhand  was  the  daughter  of  Jen  Burhans  and  Heleneh  Trap- 
hagen,  who  was  the  daughter  of  William  Traphagen  of  Wiltwick  (Kingston), Ulster  County, N.Y. 
Gysbert  Peelen  and  his  son,  Petrus,  were  originally  from  Kingston.

ISAAC  PALEN  FLAGLER  (Paul-4;Zacheriah-;5; Simon-2 jZacherieh-1 )  was  born  on  the  old  farm 

neer  Freedom  Plains  (this  settlement  no w  called  "Overlook",  was  at 
thet  time  known  as  Medaughton,  pronounced  Med'dock),  there  being 
several  families  of  Medaughs  there.  He  was  the  eldest  of  Paul  Fleglor* 
children.  (Paul  spelled  his  name  Flaglor,  and  all  of  his  children  spelled  theirs  Flagler). 
He  married  Rebecca  Somes  Dorland,  only  daughter  of  Samuel  Dorland  Jr.  end  Rebecca  Somes  -  i 
they  had  ten  sons  end  one  daughter.1 

*  Isaac  Palen  Flagler  end  his  wife  lived  first,  on  the  Ezekiel  Pelen  place,  and 
some  of  their  six  children  were  born  here.  When  their  eldest  child,  Philip  Dorland  Flagler 
was  nine  years  old,  they  bought  an  old  farm  just  north  of  Pleasent  Velley  village." 

Note:  This  property  is  believed  to  have  adjoined  the  property  of  EVERIT  DE  GRAFF 
whose  deed  shows  an  Isaec  P.  Flagler  on  the  eastern  boundary. 

EVERIT  DE  GROFF's  property  was  two  miles  north  of  the  village  of  Pleasent 
Velley,  N.Y.  on  North  Avenue,  end  about  equidistent  south  of  the  villege  of 
Salt  Point,  Dutchess  County,  N.Y.

"Isaac  Palen  Flagler  lived  here  till  his  untimely  death  in  18 38,  which  resulted 
from  "billious  cholic"  (probably  appendicitis).  Rebecca  Dorland  Flegler  continued  to  live 
here,  running  the  ferm  with  the  aid  of  a  hired  farmer,  end  her  two  young  sons,  Philip  end 
Peul.  She  finally  moved  to  Poughkeepsie  where  she  lived  et  Acedemy  Street  until  her  deeth 
Dec.  26th,  1678. 

The  old  ferm  end  house,  prior  to  the  Revolution,  was  the  home  of  a  Tory,  who, 
one  night,  was  shot  through  the  window  of  his  room,  the  bullet  imbeddfcdg  itself  in  the 
plastered  well  opposite.  This  bullet  hole  was  always  preserved  as  an  historical 
memento  by  the  Flegler  family,  but  is  now  untreceable. 

This  is  s  very  large  end  roomy  end  pleasent  house,  very  old  fashioned  and  quaint. 
It  was  stending  in  1916  (but  hed  been  torn  down  by  1 965)  tho  untenanted  end  in  e  very 
dilapidated  condition.  The  original  old  iron  door  latchers  ere  still  the  only  means  of 
opening  even  the  outside  doors. 

Living  rooms  ere  very  lerge  end  light,  end  heeted  by  enormous  fireplaces. 

Bedrooms  ere  smell  end  unheated  but  open  out  of  the  lerge  rooms. 

An  anecdote  is  told  of  Isaec  Pelen  Flegler  by  his  grandson  (and  namesake),  Isaac 
Palen  Flegler,  the  scene  of  which  was  this  ferm,  es  follows:- 

"Grendfather  went  out  eerly  one  winter  morning  end  discovered  Bill  Anthony,  a 
colored  men  who  worked  for  hi”  at  times,  just  emerging  from  the  bern.  He  knew  by 
the  looks  of  Bill's  hat,  which  set  high  on  his  heed  end  which  he  cerried  very  care¬ 
fully,  that  it  must  be  full  of  eggs;  grandfather  seid,  'Thy  hat  does  not  fit  thee  '/ 
well,  William',  with  which  remark  e  gave  the  hat  a  herd  slap  on  top  of  the  crown, 
driving  it  down  on  Bill's  head.  'Now,  come  into  the  house  end  heve  breekfest,  thee 
must  be  cold  end  hungry.  '  Bill  went  into  the  kitchen  end  set  down  by  the  fire. 
Grandmother,  who  was  busy  about  the  kitchen,  glanced  at  him  and  asked,  'Whet  is  the 
matter  with  thee,  William?'  'Oh,  I  don't  know,  Mrs.  Flegler,  I  must  be  very  sick, 

I  am  sweeting  so, '  end  mopping  yolk  of  egg  from  his  face,  he  bolted  for  the  door 
and  disappeared.  * 

There  is  no  known  portreit  in  existence  of  Isaac  Palen  Flagler.  He  died  a  com¬ 
paratively  young  men,  end  when  his  children  were  ill  young,  so  we  have  very  little  inform¬ 
ation  regarding  hiig. 

He  and  Rebecca  were  Friends  and  attended  the  Clinton  Corners  Meeting  (Quaker) 
(also  known  es  Creek  Meeting),  and  they  lie  buried  in  the  Quaker  grounds  et  thet  place, 
as  do  their  daughters,  Catharine  Flagler  Hallock,  wife  of  Samuel  Hellock;  and  Harriet 
Flagler  Carman,  wife  of  James  Weeks  Carman.

In  1769 »  a  Zachariah  Flegelar  bought  a  pew  #  17  in  the  Pittsberry  Presbyterian  Church  at 
Washington  Hollow,  Dutchess  County,  N.Y.  for  5  pounds,  and  I  am  of  the  opinion  it  was  this 
Zachariah,  who  was  a  brother  of  Simon  Flagler,  as  he  was  married  and  had  a  young  family 
at  this  time.

■cousin",  visiting  each  other  in  the  "old  fashioned  way".  It  is  through  Paul's  grandson, 
PHILIP  DORLAND  FLAGLER,  that  I  have  heerd  of  this  friendship. 

Solomon  snd  Esther  Flagler  lived  in  the  long,  old  fashioned  timber  house,  on  the 
extreme  eastern  end  of  the  villege  of  Pleasant  Valley,  Dutchess  County,  New  York.  It 
faces  the  brook  and  turnpike  (Route  #  44)  and  the  Episcopal  Church.  I*y  father-in-law,  Phili 
Dorland  Flagler,  has  pointed  it  out  to  me  as  the  place  where  his  Grendfather,  Paul  Flagler, 
used  to  visit  Solomon  Flagler.  The  house  is  still  standing,  end  I  am  told  by  those  who 
have  been  in  it,  that  it  is  a  monument  to  the  architecture  of  that  period."

THE  PALATINATE  OF  THE  RHINE 


Nearly  all  of  the  first  settlers  of  this  region  cerae  to  the  west  bank  of  the  Hudson  RiTer 
with  the  tenderest  of  memories  of  the  most  beautiful  of  ell  the  rivers  of  Europe,  the  river 
Rhine.  The  Ditch  had  left  its  banks  where  it  flows  into  the  sea,  the  Huguenots  bade 
adieu  with  tears  to  the  home  they  had  found  upon  its  western  shores  when  banished  from 
their  own  beloved  France,  end  thousands  of  Rhenish  Palatines,  driven  from  their  vineyards 
and  fertile  fields,  from  prolific  gardens  and  laden  orchards  by  the  flaming  torch  of  war 
and  devestation,  sought  homes  in  America  upon  the  Hudson  to  escape  the  horrors  in  the  train  of 
war. 


The  Huguenots  who  settled  in  Ulster  County,  N.Y.  began  to  gather  in  the  Palatinate 

\ 

about  I65O.  Of  the  twelve  who  became  the  New  Paltz,  N.Y.  patentees,  we  find  Louis  Du  Bois 

and  family  at  Menheim'  in  1672;  Christian  Deyo  end  family  at  Mutterstadt  in  1675*  Jean 

Hasbrouck  and  family  et  Manheim  in  1672;  Abraham  Hasbrouch  (probably)  at  Muttestedt,  -  his 
wife  having  been  bom  there;  Louis  Bevier  and  wife  at  Frankenthal  about  the  same  year; 

Simon  end  Andre  Le  Fevre  at  Manheim,  and  Anthony  Crispell  there  in  1660.  It  is  known  that 
|fc.n  1677  they  were,  all  of  them,  living  in  Ulster  County  and  were  in  Hurley  in  that  yesr 
when  they  bought  the  lands  et  New  Paltz  from  the  Indians  at  that  place.  Thus,  they  hsd 
left  the  Paletinete  thirty  years  before  the  great  exodus  of  its  inhabitants. 

In  1674  several  families  of  French  refugees  who  had  fled  to  England  from  the  Palatinate, 
accompanied  the  new  governor  of  New  York  state  to  Harlem,  N.Y. ,  when  England  took  over 
control  of  that  colony,  from  the  Dutch.  These  refugees  were  Nicholas  de  Vaux,  Isaac  See, 

Isaac  Jr. , and  Jean  le  Comte  de  la  Greffe  and  his  wife  and  son  -  all  of  whom  were  related. 

Some  of  their  acquaintances  had  already  come  to  Harlem  before  them. 

A  pamphlet  in  the  British  Museum  written  July  12,  1709*  entitled  *A  BRIEF  HISTORY  of 
the  PALATINE  REFUGEES?  describes  the  Palatinate  of  the  Rhine!-  "It  has  Alsace,  pert  of 
Lorrain  and  Swabia,  and  the  south  part  of  the  Archbishopric  of  Treves,  end  Nauty  on  the 
North  part  of  Treves,  and  Lorrain  on  the  west  and  pert  of  Menty.  Franconia  end  Swabia,  on 


the  east,  110  miles  long  from  south  east  to  north  west,  end  its  greatest  breadth  from  north 
east  to  south  west  about  70.  'Tie  called  the  Lower  Paletinete  to  distinguish  it  from  thet 
part  of  Bavaria  called  the  Upper.  This  country  is  muoh  the  pleasantest  part  of  the

German  Empire,  and  has  been  coveted  by  neighboring  princes  in  sll  ages.  Their  hills  are 
covered  with  vines  which  yield  the  well  kn-wn  Rhinish  wine;  their  plains  and  valleys  abound 
}  with  ell  sort6  of  corn  and  fruits,  and  their  forests  are  well  stocked  with  deer  end  other  £ame. 
The  Rhine,  passing  through  the  middle  of  their  country  does  very  much  to  improve  their 
commerce,  and  with  the  Necker,  Nabe  .and  other  rivers,  supplies  them  with  plenty  of  fish. 

Their  mountains  abound  with  minerals." 

The  ruler  was  one  of  the  electors  of  the  "Holy  Roman  Empire",  the  vest  dominion 
founded  by  Julius  and  Augustus  Caeser,  rebuilt  by  Charlemagne,  and  revived  by  Otto  the 
Great  in  9^2,  which  empire  had  had  a  succession  of  emperors  who  were  Germen  kings.  The 
sovereignty  was  not  hereditary  but  the  succeeding  monarchs  were  chosen  by  certain  princes 
at  each  vacancy,  among  whom  the  Count  of  the  Rhine  was  one.  These  princes,  with  the  right  to 
choose  an  emperor  were  celled  electors.  The  Count  of  the  Rhine  was  entitled  to  have  his 
official  residence, denominated  a  palace,  end  thus  ceme  to  be  known  as  the  Count  Palatine. 
Within  his  domains  were  some  of  the  most  famous  of  the  historic  cities  on  earth  such  ss 
Heidelberg,  Mannheim,  Strasbourg,  Worms,  Spires,  Coblenz  end  others.,  -also  Augsburg. 

The  Reformation  of  the  sixteenth  century  took  root  in  the  Paletinate  at  a  very  eerly 
date.  Its  adherents  soon  numbered  many  thousands.  The  Count  Palatinate  then  reigning  was 
a  friend  of  Martin  Luther  end  one  of  his  earliest  supporters.  From  this  time  until  near  the 
close  of  the  seventeenth  century,  the  succession  was  of  princes  who  held  the  faith  of  the 
reformers.  The  historic  Diet  of  Worms,  to  which  Luther  was  summoned,  was  in  one  of  the 
cities  of  the  Palatinate;  the  Diet  of  Spires,  at  which  the  reformed  faith  became  known  as 
the  Protestant  religion  was  in  another  Palatinate  city;  Augsburg,  where  the  celebrated 
"Augsburg  Confession*  was  written,  end  Heidelberg,  the  city  of  the  still  more  famous 
••Heidelberg  Catechism",  both  offspring  of  that  reformation,  were  cities  of  the  Palatinate. 

The  terrible  massacre  of  St.  Bartholomew's  Day  in  1572  was  followed  by  the  flight 
from  France  of  thousands  of  French  Protestants.  These  Frenchmen,  holding  the  Reformed  faith, 
were  followers  of  one  of  the  greatest  intellects  that  France  ever  produced,  John  Calvin. 

.When  this  great  French  reformer  had  been  driven  from  that  country,  he  had  proceeded  by  a 
circuitous  route  to  the  Palatinate,  whence  he  went  to  Geneva.  Now  these  refugees,  forever  to 
be  known  as  huguenots"  sought  the  same  refuge  as  their  great  leader.  First  of  all,  they  went 


' 


'The  Palatinate  of  the  Rhine,  continued :- 
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to  the  Palatinate  to  escape  the  storm.  Many  proceeded  from  this  refuge  to  that  of  the 
Netherlands.  Those  who  afterwards  came,  or  their  descendants,  to  find  their  final  land 
of  rest  in  Ulster  County,  N.  Y.  were  those  who  were  sheltered  in  the  Palatinate  of  the 
Rhine.  Their  attachment  to  the  land  of  their  rest  is  seen  in  the  name  they  bestowed 
upon  their  American  home  when  they  called  it  after  the  Palatinate,  NEW  PALTZ,  giving  it 
the  German  rendering  of  the  nsme. 

Henry  of  Navarre  became  King  of  France  in  1589.  He  gave  the  lend  peace,  and  attempted 
toleration.  In  1598  he  issued  the  femous  Edict  of  Nantes  by  which  it  wee,  to  a  certain 
degree,  secured.  In  164^,  Louis  XIV  succeeded  to  the  French  throne  at  the  age  of  four  years* 
His  reign  was  the  longest  in  French  history  and  continued  for  seventy-two  years.  The 
warring  religious  parties  were  in  frequent  strife.  Emigration  succeeded  emigration  to  the 
dominions  of  the  Count  Palatine  of  the  Rhine.  In  1685  Louis  XIV  revoked  the  Edict  of  Nantes 
and  let  loose  all  the  terrors  of  war.  Previous  to  this,  he  had  twice  invaded  the  Palatinate 
with  an  army,  overrunning  Alsace  with  fire  and  sword.  On  the  first  of  these  invasions, 
from  the  top  of  the  castle  of  Manheim,  twenty-seven  cities  were  seen  in  flames  at  one  time* 

On  the  second  occasion,  more  than  forty  towns  and  a  vast  number  of  villeges  were  burned 
and  the  lovely  region  was  reduced  to  desolation.  Europe  was  alarmed.  In  1701,  England, 
Holland  and  Germany  formed  an  alliance  against  Louis  XIV,  and  the  command  of  the  allied 
armies  was  given  to  the  great  Duke  of  Marlborough  and  Prince  Eugene.  Then  followed  the 
great  victories  for  the  allies  at  Blenheim,  Remillfces,  Oudenarde  and  Malplaquet,  and  the 
suffering  Palatinate  saw  its  inhuman  foes  driven  from  its  borders.  But  twenty  thousand 
of  its  families  were  homeless  end  deprived  of  all  they  possessed. 

Most  of  them  fled  down  the  Rhine  River  into  the  Netherlands  where  they  found  little 
unoccupied  lands.  Thence  they  crossed  into  England  for  the  reason  that  the  army  that  had 
driven  out  the  French  was  largely  British,  led  by  the  Duke  of  Marlborough,  and  for  the 
greater  reason  that  the  recent  Count  Palatine  had  married  an  English  princess.  Count 
Philip  IV  married  Louise,  the  daughter  of  the  Prince  of  Orange,  and  their  son,  Count 
^Frederick  V.  married  Elizabeth,  daughter  of  James  I*  of  England.  Their  son,  Edward,  left 
three  daughters,  one  of  which  was  Sophia,  the  wife  of  the  Dike  of  Hanover,  who  by  Act  of 
Parliament,  was  declared  to  be  the  successor  of  Queen  Anne,  then  the  English  sovereign* 


The  Palatinate  of  the  Rhine,  continued:-  4. 

•George  I.,  who  became  the  King  of  England  upon  the  death  of  Queen  Anne,  was  the  son  and 
heir  of  the  Duchess  Sophia  of  Hanover. 

The  line  of  Frederick  V.  had  become  extinct  when  his  grandson  Charles  died  without 
issue  in  1685,  end  the  sovereignty  passed  to  the  line  of  the  Duke  of  Neuburg,  of  the  same 
house.  The  people  were  almost  entirely  protestant.  The  new  Elector  did  not  disturb  them 
in  the  exercise  of  their  faith,  although  a  Catholic.  It  is  said  of  him  thet  he  built  a 
church  in  which  he  invited,  Calvinists,  Lutherans  and  Catholics  to  worship. 

Queen  Anne  granted  relief  of  the  Palatines,  where  they  had  sought  refuge  in  and  near 
the  city  of  London,  England.  Here  they  were  fed  from  this  time  (1709)  by  her  bounty 
and  that  of  the  benevolent  English  men  and  women  until  the  problem  of  what  to  do  with  them 
was  solved.  Great  numbers  of  them  sought  a  new  life  in  America.
